The petition to intervene, in 
preparation by Thurman Arnold, 
counsel for A.T.A., and Paul Wil- 
liams of the Southern California 
MPTO, will object to 
bidding as murderous for the small 
independents. It will point out that 
all independents are vitally affected 
by the decree and would have no 
other way to buy pictures, if the 
New York court keeps it ruling. It 
will be charged that auction selling 
will not leave the indies adequately 
protected against the stiff competi- 
tion of the major-affiliated houses. 

Arnold and Williams see no neces- 
sity for taking further evidence in 


the case and want no delay in set- 
tling the matter either in the trial 
court or on appeal. Independents 


will meet here tomorrow (Wednes- 
day) with Arnold and Williams to 
settle the strategy to be finally fol- 
lowed, it is understood. 

Williams and Arnold, who are 
working together here on the ATA 
brief to be filed shortly in New York, 
came out with a statement Saturday 
pooh-poohing the whole thought that 
independents can get into trouble by 
intervening and indicating that they 
were proceeding vigorously. 

“Both Mr. Williams and Mr. Ar- 
nold,” the statement said in part, 
“denied that any such legal conse- 
quence was possible. They pointed 


out first that the intervenors would | 


appear, not as defendant, but rather 
in the position of plaintiffs seeking 
to protect their own interests. 


“Their sole and limited purpose fs | 


to object to the distribution of pic- 
tures by competitive bidding. The 
decree is directed against the de- 
fendants. It specifiies the terms 
upon which the majors will sell their 
Pictures. 

“It would be impossible, even if 
the Government desired to pursue 
such a course, for it to reopen the 
decree and reintroduce proof against 
the independent intervenors, as de- 
fendants. Finally, there is no con- 
Ceivable relief which the Govern- 
ment desires against independents. 
They are the victims of the con- 
Spiracy, not wrongdoers.”

business personality around whom is 


focused a trend of events which 
even now the competitive Warner 
Bros ballyhooing anew as part 
of its 20th anniversary of sound 
While “Don Juan” with a Vitaphone 
score keynoted the start of und, 
the full fruition of sound didn’t 
come into being until more than 
vear later, in 1927, when Jolson’s 
“Jazz Singer” swept the world and 
revolutionized an entire industry 
This is but one of the segments of 
“The Jolson Story.” The yearning 


to sing. to give generously of him- 
self. cued by the still famed-in- 
showbiz catchphrase, “You ain't 
heard nothin’ yet”; the Sunday nights 
at the Winter Garden, the birth of 
the runway as Jolson got closer to 
his audience, the incidental whistling 
in between yocalizing—all these are 
recaptured for the screen. 

But there’s lots more on and of! 
the screen. As Evelyn Keyes plays 


Ruby Keeler — only she’s called 
Julie Benson—in meticulous man- 
ner. she helps carry the boy-girl 


saga. Ziegfeld’s “Show Girl” and the 
“Liza” (Gershwin) tune, to which 
Miss Keeler terped, are utilized for 
this purpose, as are Jolson’s acci- 
dentally-on-purpose audience-inter- 
ruptions as he sings from the cus- 
tomers’ side of the footlights. It’s 
w.k. that as soon as Jolson stopped 
this pseudo-ad lib vocalizing the 
show collapsed; that a weak Zieg- 
feld musical was only sustained by 
its unofficial, unbilled star with his 
nightly vocal “interruptions”). 

The story, thus, is an average ad- 
mixture of fact and fiction, perhap 
a shade more factual than the aver- 


age show biz subject. More im- 
portant is that it captures, in its 
story iine, the fruitful progression 


of an inspired trouper who was to 
taste the heights from minstrelsy to 
vaudeville, from Broadway musical 
comedy hitdom to the talkers, car- 
rving along his dancer-wife to some 
pretty good heights all her own. 
But the real star of the production 
js that Jolson voice and that Jolson 
medley. It was good showmanship 
te cast this film with lesser people, 
particularly Larry Parks as_ the 
mammy kid.

Our contract should provide a clause 
allowing an exhibitor to cancel any 
picture produced in England.” 
Convention chairman Nathan Yamins 
charged distributors with violating 
terms of the consent decree by re- 
fusing to sell exhibitors blocks of 
five where the latter had turned 
down a previous block. 

Yamins~ said he _ told 
Skouras in conference several weeks 
ago that 20th-Fox and all other 
majors “had made an agreement 
with government and then evaded 
it in every possible way to make 
money.” Consequently, Skouras’ 
complaint that the exhibitors had 
caused “industry chaos” had no 
validity since it was the distributors’ 
“greed and avarice” that had caus- 
ed the Government to step in. 

“We will continue the fight until 
the distributors, by deeds not words, 
restore confidence in the industry,” 
Yamins declared. Yamins claimed 
that erstwhile 50% profits assured 
exhibs had been sliced to 25% and 
then chiseled down to 15% by 
nigardly allowance of overhead ex- 
penses.

Both the other speakers charge the 
producers with artificially creating 
a product shortage. Paramount, for 
instance, he said, would only release 
two pictures more by end of this 
year. Irving Dollinger Jersey ex- 
hibitor citing figures showed the 
number of pictures reduced from 
761 in 1939 to 377 in 1945 with still 
less coming up. He claimed “the 
producers were taking a page from 
the black market book.” Each com- 
pany has between 20 and 40 un- 
released pictures “but they won't be 
released because producers want

Impasse over raw 
currently keeping American films | 
from fullseale exhibition in the U.S. 
and British zones of Germany is ex- 
pected to be overcome shortly on 
the basis of a survey now being 
made by the American Military | 
Government. 
Francis Harmon, v.p. of the Motion | 
Picture Association, and 
Mayer, foreign affairs aide to Eric | 
Johnston, MPA prexy, who recently | 
returned to the U.S. from a month | 
abroad. They discussed the raw | 
stock situation with General Lucius 
Clay, Mil-Gov topper in Germany, 
in an effort to reach a solution. 


U. S. distributing companies re- 
cently issued an ultimatum to the | 
War and State departments that | 
they would send no quantities of 


prints into Germany unless an ar- 
rangement is made whereby they 
can at least get back the cost of the 
film and processing. As things now 
stand, the best the American distribs 
can get is credit in blocked marks | 
for income derived via exhibition of 
their films. There's no prospect that 
these marks ever will be convertible 
into anything like their present ex- 
change value. Companies are not 
squawking about the inability to get 
profits out, but figure that inasmuch 
as the prints are desired for educa- 
tional and reorientation purposes by 
the AMG, they ought to at least get 
their costs. 

Gen. Clay recognized this fact in 
his talks with them, Harmon and 
Mayer said, and has started machin- 
ery moving to clear up the situation.

All this has been changed this 
year to the telling of one single 
story, the dramatization of one piece 
each week. The week-to-week con- 
tinuity will be given the show by 
its emcee, Richard Kollmar, and its 
announcer, Tom Shirley. Names will 
be used to highlight each week’s 
production. 

Opener used a John Gould story, 
“The Farmer Takes a Wife,” star- 
ring Olivia de Havilland. She did a 
top job, and was backed very capably 
by the entire cast, especially by 
principals Edgar Stehli and Matt 
Crowley. Miss de Havilland was a 
bit too-too Boston Back Bay in the 
opening scene, portraying a Back 
Bay gal marrying a Maine farmer; 
she sounded rather like a visiting 
Dutchess than a believable Boston 
debutante of credible stature: but 
she soon lost tWat uppity exaggera- 
tion, and became increasingly better 
as she got into the swing of the role 
as the city gal trying to make good 
on the farm. Marx Loeb held the 
reins tightly as director (except in 
the star’s case in that first scene); 
and even in that scene he built a 
masterful montage, good enough for 
more serious fare. The whole thing 
can be put down to okay radio dra- 
matization for a _ middle-register 
audience, 

Kollmar as emcee was okay, ex- 
cept when he tried to be a bit too 
cheery, with a chuckle or two too 
many, as the official greeting card 
salesman. Tom Shirley handled his 
end of the announcing competently.

Harold Liebow is looking for handicapped people for a special type of 
radio show, tabbed “Gallantry Unlimited,” which he’s going to put on 
WNYC (N. Y.). Purpose of the show is to encourage listeners who are 
handicapped, and their families, by bringing to the mike those who suffer 
from one handicap or another and yet have been able through their 
courage or inventiveness to live usefully. Liebow says that a search of 
the files of various organizations devoted to helping the handicapped 
hasn't brought out enough people for the show, and he’s sure that there 
must be others who'd like to be on it. Liebow is an announcer at WNYC, 
but is doing this show on his own. 

NBC-owned WRC has followed the lead of Mutual affiliate WOL in 
Washington and purchased a wire recorder to step up first-hand coverage 
of D. C. news. Step, according to WRC, is first in series of moves to im- 
prove local newscasts. Microphone and recorder weigh less than 40 pounds 
and can be set up for action in two minutes’ time. CBS-owned WTOP 
and ABC-WMAL in the capital so far have not imported recorders. WOL 
was first net station here to make wide use of the gadget, scoring big-time 
news scoop when it wire recorded the first 14 minutes of Harold Ickes’ 
farewell press conference as Secretary of the Interior here last spring.

Johnnie Neblett, Chicago radio 
gnnouncer and partner with Morton 
Jacobsen in Neblett Radio Produc- 


tions, was killed in a plane crash 
on Tam o’ Shanter golf course, Niles, 
Jil. Sunday (15). Also killed was 
Brice Buckingham, sales managet 
for a steel company and friend of 
Neblett’s, who was the only othe:

Neblett is survived by his widow,

stations throughout the U. S. and 
Canada.

other shows on WLS and WIND fo: 
a while, finally hitting the big time 
with “Story,” which was first broad- 
cast over WBBM. Was also featured 
in NBC's “Tin Pan Alley of the Air” 
during the war. 

“Story” hasn't had a Chi outlet for 
several months, but Neblett con- 
tinued to be heard here as a free- 
Jance sports announcer, most recent 
stint being the Cellege All-Stars vs. 
Los Angeles Rams pigskin bout. 

There is speculation on what hap- 
pens to “So the Story Goes.” Situa- 
tion is felt to have a parallel in the 
record biz, which has done 
well with disks of Enrico Caruso, 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink and 
others whose records continue sell- 
ing well despite their deaths. This 
is believed to be the first time the 
trade has had such a test on an elec- 
trical transcription show, however, 
with up or down ratings around the 
country for “Story” felt to be de- 
pendent henceforth on how widely 
the story of Neblett’s death has cir- 
culated among radio listeners via the 
wire services.

However, the turning point has 
been reached, and sales are slowly 
improving in England. 

Very much snafued by an un-

|B. Williams that the law is uncon- 
| stitutional and that it deprives him 
| of his livelihood. He asserted that he 
serves no liquor on the premises and 
he derives his largest revenue from 
customers after taverns are closed. 

The new law places all set-up 
spots on the same plane with other 
| places where liquor is sold, requir- 
ing a license and the same closing 
hour.

Hildegarde with Jan Murray, Patsy

It was an inevitable question: Hil- 
degarde in a_5,886-seat theatre like 
the Roxy? It was an_ inevitable 
question because of the manner ana 
style of the Milwaukee chantoosey, 
who heretofore has shown her 
greatest effectiveness in an intimate 
salon like the Persian Room of New 
York’s Hotel Plaza, the Statler hotel 


in Washington, and the like. It 
seemed fantastic that a chance 


would be taken with her in such a 
big house, and on such a mammoth 
stave, at that. But fantasy and _ fic- 
tion—and talent—have their com- 
mon denominators, which just about 
sums up why the current Roxy bill 


is an effective piece of merchandis- | 


ing. And, in fact. why Hildegarde 
must be labeled the amazing seller 
of showmanship that she is. 

This bill is by no means all Hilde- 
garde. It's smart presentation to 
project her retinue as much as she 
does. namely Jan Murray and Patsy 
Kelly, plus the sock hoofing of 
Eleanor Teeman. It’s smart because 
each of the backer-uppers has plenty 
of talent on his own, and they en- 
tertain strongly. And there are such 
factors as lighting and general stag- 
ing, which frequently put this show 
in at least a near-sock stratum. 

Approximately the first 20 minutes 
are especially breezy, with Hildy 


pacing the layout strongly with her | 


emceeing, a couple of pop songs and 
her banter with Murray and Miss 
Kelly. If the latter half of the setup 
seems somewhat dawdling by com- 
parison, chalk it uo to a first half 
that was tough to follow. 

The setting, that of a smart cafe 
very much like the Persian Room— 
only here it’s called, as per her ra- 
dio show, the Penguin Room 
something for which the theatre 
outdid itself. It's a brilliantly lit job 
and smartly presented all the way, 
with Henry King handling the baton 
for the house orch and getting into 
the libretto along the way. 

There’s an extra piano mid-center 
for the star, for the couple of piano- 
song numbers she does at the up- 
rights, and tables and chairs dot the 
floor and are occupied by the house 


standby’s (Roxyettes, etc.) along 
with a quartet of servicemen 
brought up from the audience and 


seated at the tables. The latter. in- 
cidentally, are focal points for some 
of the Patsy Kelly comedy, in which 
the omniscient theme of her contri- 
butions is finding a man. It’s obvious 
comedy, but laugh-provoking  re- 
gardless. 

Both Murray and Miss Kelly pro- 
duce plenty of laughs, though some 
of their business together towards 
the end is milked a little too finely. 
Hildy’s exchanges with Murray, in- 
cidentally, reveal her as a surpris- 
ingly able straight woman. 


It is, perhaps, somewhat of an in- 
congruity for established perform- 
ers Ike Miss Kelly and Murray to 
accent lesser roles in the manner 
that they do, since Hildegarde so ob- 
viously is the focal talent. That they 
get over as well as they do is a 
tribute to their own talent.

The story was 
that of an imaginary state which 
passes a law expelling all Jews. The 
censors called the theme “objec- 
tionable,.” 

Mindlin was one of the first pro- 
ducers to bring out a film scoring 
Hitler. In 1934, his “Hitler's Reign 
of Terror,” for which Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Jr., shot many takes in 
Germany, was shown at the Mayfair 
theatre, N. Y., against the then active 
opposition of the German-American 
Bund and allied groups, who tried to

Socking the AWA in a cross-coun. 
try jab, Cain replied in a statement 
that ridiculed their charges of a 
“Moscow plot” and “dictatorship” 
and predicted that by Jan. 1 the two 
major eastern writers’ guild—the 
RWG and Dramatists’ Guild—woulg 
be enlisted on the side of the AAA 
and that copyrights of most authors

Howard Lindsay Doubts 
Practicality of Plan 


Howard Lindsay, making an esti- 
mate of the plan in the same issue, 
doused the AAA _ standard-bearers 
with doubt about its legal and 
financial practicality. Lindsay said 
that when Cain suggests that the 
AAA can be established in two 
years, he is inviting the SWG “to 
live with him in a fool’s paradise.” 
Pointing to the terrific expense 
which would be involved in a fight 
to establish the AAA, Lindsay said, 
“It cannot be done by small loans 
from the four Guilds to set up a 
secretariat” as was outlined in the 
original proposal. The Radio Writers 
Guild is broke, he said, while the 
Dramatist Guild has been carrying 
too large a share of the financial 
burden through heavy assessments. 
Only the treasuries of the SWG and 
the Authors’ League could be tapped, 
according to Lindsay, and no large 
sum would be forthcoming from this 
source in any case. 

Raising the spectre of constitu- 
tional legality, Lindsay declared, 
“Before the AAA can achieve the 
power of protection for authors 
which it hopes to achieve, it will be 
necessary, as Mr, Cain points out, to 
change the Copyright Law. There 
is nothing in the experience of the 
Authors’ League in its long, hard 
struggle with the Copyright Law to
